MÄXWEU^SWINGS 


iDto Eteralty at the Haids of the Ex 
eeatioaer, WIth Landgraf, t^e 
Marderer, as Hts 
CoHpanlon. 


ST. LOÜIS, MO., Ang. 10.—This mom- 
ng dawned clear and ccol and as the 
first light of Maxwell's last day on earth 
entered his narrow cell, it heightened 
the sickly palor of his face, which bad 
increased daring the night. 
Shortly 
after daybreak Maxwell tamed to the 
deputy and said, " I wish that telegram 
would come." 


"Do you expect a telegram?" was the 
response, 


"I do, and I know it will bring me 
good news." 


Soon after making this remark. Max- 
well threw himself on the cot in his cell, 
bat remained there only a few minutes. 
He arose, lighted a fresh cigarette and 
sat down at the table, making a poor 
attempt to read. 


At a few minutes before 6 o'clcsk. 
Maxwell performed his morning abla- 
tion and donned his funeral clothes. 


At 5:15 o'clock. Father Tlhan arrived 
and entered the cell, the door of which 
was closed and those within the jail 
moved away to give all the privacy pos 
sible. 
Father Tihan then administered 
communion to the condemned. 


At the conclusion of religious services 
in Maxwell's cell, like offices were ac- 
corded 
Henry 
Landgraf 
by Father 
Tihan. 


Landgraf had occupied his cot the 
greater portion of the night. 
After 
11:30 o'clock, he appeared coal and col- 
lected, 


At 6:50 Maxwell and Landgraf sat 
down to their final me»'. 
Landgraf ate 
heartily while Maxwell partook of the 
repast sparingly. 
He was evidently 
growing weeker and had lost all hopes 
of Btaviog the exeoationer's hand. Land- 
éjraf maintained the same stolid look. 


At 6:05 Sherifi Haiilngton arrived at 
the jail and anconnced that the exaoa- 
tion bad be 3n postponed two hours at 
the request of 
Maxwell's 
attorneys. 
Maxwell reaeived the news of the post- 
ponement calmly, though an expression 
of great relief was plainly visible. Land- 
graf paid no attention to it in any way. 


The view of the scaffold was clear and 
unobetructed from the roof? of dozens of 
bni¡dings in the vicinity and hundreds 
of people took advantage of the same. 
The number of spectators admitted to 
the jail was unusually small. 
Telegraph 
instiaments were placei in the building 
by the Aseociated Press and leading 
papers of the city for the prompt tra is- 
miesion of the news to the public. 


At 8:10 Mr. Martin receivrd the fol- 
lowing telegram from Fonntleroy, at 
Jefferson Oity, saying: 
"The governor 
has received another telegram from Min 


ter VV'eer, bat he peuists in the samo 
potíitiou. 
Hold as long es possible, as 
we may hear in time.'' 
The message 
was immediately conveyed to Maxwell. 
He received it indifferently. 


At 8:17 Sheriff Harrington, preceeded 
by a detail of police, entered the inner 
yard and the sheriff entered Maxwell's 
cell, where he and Landgraf had been 
placed together. 
THB DEATH WABBANT 


was read. 
Fie stood up and heard his 
dcom calmly. 
While his arms were be- 
ing pinioned. Maxwell bit his lower 
lip and gulped several times. 
Landgraf 
received the warrant and pinioning as 
stolidly as a man well coald, 


HABÜH TO THE BOAFFOLD. 


The procession to the scaffold was 
then formed. 
Maxwell s face looked 
pinched and drawn, of aahen hue and 
eyes hwollen. 
He glanced about him 
pitcDUsly, his ii|;3 twitching and his ap- 
pearance was calculated to awaken the 
pity of even those who firmly claimed 
he oufifht to die. 
Landgraf 
ooked and 
moved like a log, with a half emile and 
a RDeer on bis face, 


ON THE SCAFFOLD, 


Father Tiban read the prayeis. 
Max- 
well was then asked if he had anythicg 
to say and in an inaudible tone, respond- 
ed "ño." 
Landgraf merely shook his 
head. 


The nooses were adjusted quickly and 
at 8:56 o'clock 


THE DBOP FEIILI. 
Landgraf never moved, nor did a 
muscle twitch. 
Not so with Maxwell. 
When he fell his breast heaved canvul' 
sively, and the limbs were dra^a up- 
ward, while the spectators were shocked 
by a stream of blood pouring down the 
right breast of his coat, which was after- 
ward found to have been caused by a 
out on the nose, inflicted by the rope iu 
some mysterious manner, 


Landgraf was pronounced dead iu 
eleven and a half minutes. 
Maxwell's 
struggles 
continued 
for 
fourteen 
minutes, when he tco was ponounced 
dead by the attending physicians. 


Tne bodies were removed 
to the 
morgue office and photographed, after 
which a post mortem was commenced. 
It was stated by the physieians that the 
neck of each man was broken. 
Max 
well's remains will be interred in Oalvary 
cemetery. 


MAXWEIIL'S DTINO BTATEIISNT. 


To day Maxwell furnished a docu 
ment he called a dying statement. 
In 
it he re-asserts his innocence of the will- 
ful killing of Oharles Arthur 
Preller. 
He says his execution is an infamy and 
and a disgrace to the üaiied States. 


MAXWEIÍL'S OBIHB. 


The crime for which Maxwell suffered 
the death penalty is the murder of O A. 
Preiier, of London, England, in their 
room in the Southern hotel at St. Louis, 
Mo , in April, 1885. He placed his vie 
tim's body in a trunk, where it w«s 
Afterwaid found. The orime was Uraoed 


to Maxwell and be was arrested bv the 
detective at glan Francisco, OaL, shortly 
afterward. 


The murder was one of the moat re- 
markable ones in the history of the 
country. 
At the trial 
the 
prisoner 
claimed that Preller's death was dne to a 
surgical operation which he had per 
formed on him, but the jury, after a 
long and thorough inveetigatlon of the 
case, decided it to be a deliberate mur- 
der and a verdict was rendered accord- 
ingly. 


The case was carried to the supreme 
court of the state and the nation, both 
of which refused to interfere with the 
verdict, as did also the governor of 
Missouri.

WiLKESBAVBE, Pa., Aug 10.—Yester- 
day, Joseph Richards, fourteen years 
old, was driving a mnle iu the Murray 
shaft here. 
A train of five loaded cars 
ran away and struck the boy with such 
force that his bead was driven entirely 
into the mu e's abdomen. 
His shoulder 
was broken and he was otherwise in- 
jured. 
When the horrified miners dis- 
covered the boy's terrible condition they 
endeavored to extricate him and found 
the united strength of two men neces- 
sary. 
The boy's head penetrated 
the 
stomach of the mule. 
The boy was 
taken home for dead, but revived some- 
what, though his skull is fraotun d and 
he will probably die. 
The mule died 
almost immediately after the accident. 


Attacked by a Tlelou» Cow. 


HUNTINOTON, Aug. 10.—Andrew Ken- 
nedy, an emplnye of the Chicago and 
Atlantic railroad, was attacked and bad- 
ly injured by a vicious cow yesterday 
morning. 
The cow first attacked Ken- 
nedy's little girl, when he went to her 
rescue. 
The animal then attacked him 
and ho was knocked down and trampled 
upon, although fortunately escaping her 
horns. 
Several men went to l^is rescue, 
and it was only after a pitched battle 
with clubs, stones, etc., that the pros- 
trate man coold be got away from the in- 
fariated beast. 
Mr. Kennedy was badly 
bruised, but it is thought escaped inter- 
nal injuries, and it is believed will re- 
cover.

NEW TOBK, Aug. 10.—The steamer 
Laura Starin, which was substituted 
for the Sam Sloan, took the Blaine re 
ception party from pier 18, at 7K)8 this 
morning, and reached quarantine at 
7:48. The steamer City of New York 
was boarded flve miles off Sandy Hcok, 
while at anchor, waiting for the high 
tide to cross the bar, by the representa 
tives of the press, who learned that the 
voyage was a pleasant, uneventful one 
and that Mr. Blaine was well and had 
not suffered from seasickness. 


About 8 o'clock the Starin met the 
steamer City of New York outside the 
narrows. 
Cbe steamer turned about 
and both vessels slowly steamed up the 
bay, bow ai d bow. 
Cheer after cheer 
rose from the decks of the Starin, al- 
though it was yet impossible to distin- 
guish Mr. Blaine from among the 2,000 
pe3ple that stood on the decks of the 
huge steamer. 
As the vessels neared 
each other, Mr. Blaine's form was at 
last made oat, standing in a group of 
friends on the upper deck forward. 
As 
cheer after cheer arcse, Mr. Blaine 
bowed repeatedly. 
He was dressed in a 
dark cntavray coat, light tronsers and 
brown derby hat. 


The Chicago Blaine club's little tug 
had been the first to great the steamer 
as it came up and clung under its wing, 
while the Chicago men cheered. 
Cap- 
pa's band on the steamer played "Home 
Again," 
"Home, Sweet Home" and 
"The Star Spangled Banner," while ad- 
vancing up to the quarantine. 
Then 
both vessels came to anchor and as the 
Starin ran over the underside of the 
City of New York, Mr. Blair; e's face and 
form were plainly visible to everyone on 
board. 
Cheer after cheer broke forth, 
handkerchiefs and flags were waved and 
cries of "James G. Blaine," "No free 
trade," arose and the utmost enthasi- 
asm prevailed. 


At last, at 9:15, to the music of "Hail 
to the chief," Mr. Blaine got on board 
the Starin, escorted by Whitelaw Reid 
and Mr. Pool. 
Mr. Bartlett delivered a 
speech of welcome, and Mr. Blaine said 
in reply: 


BLIAINE'S SPEECH. 


"To enable yon to appreciate this wel- 
come, yon should be absent from home 
and country for the long period of four- 
teen months. 
I am sure you can have 
little conception of the great gratifica- 
tion of that inetaut when I saw the 
shores of the great republic, 
I cannot 
tell you how deeply grateful I am to be 
remembered in this manner by you and 
these assembled gentlemen. 


"It is ft scene I shall never forget. It 
is an occasion which, I assure you, I ap- 
preciate from the depth of my heart. It 
js shadowed only by the sad event ^ i c h 
greeted us as the first piece of Aml^3an 
news we heard, the death of General 
Sheridan—a man who was ^-.bove party 
and stood for the union o^ Jtates (snouts 
of "good"). 
With that exception my 
arrival upon my native shore was unat- 
tended by anything but joy and happi- 
ness. 


"The campaign on which you are 
about to enter should be prefaced, if 
that be possible, by every voter in the 
United States, seeing what I have seen 
("good, good,") and hearing what I 
iiave heard dnring the last year. 
(Ap- 
plause.) 


"The progress of the campaign in the 
United 
ritates 
is 
viewed 
from 
an 
European standpoint with an interest 
as ptuiound as it is iu the United States. 
It 18 the opportunity of England. 
It is 
the long looked for occasion upon which 
cheaper labor and cheaper fabrics of the 
world expect to invade the new world 
and lower the wages of American work- 
ingnien to on 
European 
standpoint. 
It 
is not 
a 
contest 
of 
capital 
againbt capital; it is not a contest of 
partisan against partisan. 
It is much 
higher than either of these. 
It trans- 
cends all party motive. 
[Applanse. ] 


"It is whether the great mass of 
American citizens who earn their bread 
by the sweat of their brow, shall be seri- 
ously reduced in their emolument from 
day to day. 
(Applause.) 
That is the 
unole pitn and moment of this question. 
Anything that diverts the question from 
that single point is a weakeain,;; of the 
campaign. 
(Applause and 
cries of 
goca.) 
1 say here, as I hopütosay with 
much more elaboration. (Loud cneering 
and cries of "that's what we want.") 
I 
say here that the wages of the American 
laborer cannot be reduced, except with 
the consent and vote of the American 
laborer himself. 
The appeal hes to 
him. 


It comes to his door and asks him 
whether, with the great power of the 
franchúse and the great majority he pos- 
sesses in his own hands, he is willing 
for himself and bis associates, his chil 
dren and his children's children, to take 
that fatal step at the bidding of an 
American congress and an American 
president, who are governed by that 
element wnich sought to destroy tbis 
nation. 


"But, gentlemen, it is not a time for 
political speech. 
My heart is too fall to 
enter at this time on a lengthened argu- 
ment. 
In this moment of welcome and 
joy at getting home to cid scenes and 
i old friends, I must be allowed to enjoy 
r tne pleasant emotions of the occasion.

m^w to Take a Plaster GMI. 


Perhape nothing can be imagfaMi 
more disagreeable than the proeeoa of 
talring a plaster impressicm 
of 
I k t 
foatnres. 


The person whose facéis to b e ^ ^ e n * 
is placed flat upon his back, his hair 
•moothed back with pomatum to pre- 
vent it oovering any part of the face, and 
a oonical piece^ of paper, a straw, or a 
qnill pat in each nostril to breathe 
throngh. 
The eyes and mouth are then 
dosed, and the entire face c o m p l e t e 
and carefully covered with salad oiL 


The plaster, mixed to a proper oon- 
sistency, is then poured over the feat- 
ures to the thickness of one-quarter or 
one-half inch. 


In three or four minutes this plaster 
van be taken off as if it were a film, but 
they are very long minutes. 
The vic- 
tim must not sneeze, smile, cough, or 
otherwise move a muscle, or the whole 
process will have to be repeated. 


When a cast of the entire head or of 
the whole human 
lignre is required, 
cither a cast of the face is added to a 
mass of clay wliich is to be modeled to 
the entire figure, or the whole figure is 
modeled from drawings prepared for the 
purpose. 
This is the work of 
the 
sculptor. 


When the clay model is finished, a 
mould is made from it. 
A thin ridge of 
clay is laid along tlie figure from the 
Lead to the base, and the front is 
first 
completed uj) to the ridge by filling np 
the depressions two or three inches 
deep. 


The ridge of clay is now removed, the 
edges of the j faster 
are oiJed, and the 
other half is done in a similar way. The 
two hal'-es are then tied togetlier •with 
cords, and the plaster ))Oured in. 


In complicated 
figures, 
like 
the 
Laocoon, the statue is oiled and covered 
with gelatine, wJiic^h is cut oif iu sectiona 
by means of a thin, shar^i knife, each 
piece serving as a mould for its own 
part of the new stattie. 


How Much a Man Eats, 


It has been t iilciilatcd that on tht 
average, each man who attains the age 
of threcsccre and ^en consumes during 
the cf>iTrse of his lite twenty wagon- 
loads i)f i'dod, solid and liquid. - At I'ouJ 
tons to the wagon, this would 
corre- 
spond to an avt rage of about a hundred 
ounces jier day dniing adult life, and 
about eighty ounces during infancy and 
youth. 
Most inodcrii doctors agree in 
regarding one hmidi'od and 
twenty 
ounces of food i>er day, corresponding 
to five or six lialf-pints of liquid food, 
and seven or eight pounds of solid food, 
as in excess of the real daily require- 
ments of a healthy man or woman. 
Yet 
probably most of us take more than this, 
in one way or another, during the day. 
Dr. Laukestisr, from an analysis of the 
dietary of soldiers, 
sailors, i)risoners, 
and the better ] )aid classes of artisans 
and ¡¡rofessional men in London, found 
the average daily quantity of solid and 
liquid food to l)c on«' hundred and forty- 
three ounces. 
Doubtless many take 
much less; but unquestionably many 
take more than this. 
When some one 
mentioned bifore Sidney Smith 
the 
twenty wagon-loads of food calculated 
for each man's allowance, he turned to 
Lord Durham, 
who like himself was 
oorjmlent (and not Avitliout suilicient 
reason), with the quaint remark, "I 
think our wagons must have been four- 
horsed ones." 
There are members ol 
the Loudon Corporation, to seek no fur- 
ther, whose ^^ agons must b(! six-horsed 
enes, and well loaded at tliat. 


All About Shoe-Pegs. 


"Shoe-jjegs are made from white and 
direr birch and white maple," said a 
shoe-findings dealer to a reporter, "and 
only the best selected bodies of trees are 
ose^ 
The wood is cut and hauled as 
wanted, the sapw(jodonly being utilized, 
and the heart or red i)art removed and 
thrown away. 


A New Hampshire shoe-peg manti- 
facturing firm lliat 
i^roduees 40,000 
bushels annually uses 
second-growth 
birch, which is cf)nsidered a quick-grow- 
ing timber; and it has been found that 
the sujJply equals the demand in the 
particular section where the mill ia 
located. 
The wood is worked green 
and seascjtied in the process of 
manu- 
facture. 
A shoe-peg 
goes 
through 
eighteen different liands or processes 
before it reaches the market and Í3 
placed on sale, and 75 per cent, of cost 
is for labor. 


There are ten shoe-peg factories in 
the United 
States, 
employing 
about 
three hundred hands, having a capital 
of $175,000. 
While in the near past a 
large quantity of shoe-i)egs were im- 
ported from England, we now export to 
that as well as almost all other 
Eu- 
ropean countries in large 
quAntities. 
Bhoe-pegs range in ])rice from 35 cents 
I)er bushel for those called two-eighths 
ap to 95 cents for eight-eigliths. 
Thn 
•hoe-peg industry is a ír-^wing ore.
